Since the peanut crop is made, it 
behooves every man who hRS peanuts 
planted to prepare for stacking their, 
in the very best shupa possible In 
order that he may place on the market 
ft desirable product. Laat season there 
was' a large percentage of the peamrt 
crop that was 
never 
stacked 
but 
simply wlndrowed or left on the rows 
as they were plowed up. This condi­ 
tion together with the excessive rains 
in the peanut producing sections of 
the state, made it hard on the pro­ 
ducer because of the inferior grade of 
peanuts placed on the market. 
The 
Alabama Extension Service made a 
sperini effort to assist the farmers in 
the sale of peanuts and found it very 
difficult to handle peanuts that wero 
wlndrowed or otherwise left exposed 
to the weather. 
The problem of stacking 
them 
should be a serious 
one 
after last 
year’s experience. 
To stack properly 
the peanuts should be placed around 
poles approximately 7 feet long, firmly 
set in the ground. 
The poles should 
have cross pieces 16 to 18 inches in 
length nailed firmly to them at ap. 
proximately one foot frorn the ground. 
The peanut* should then be taken up 
directly belttnd the plows and stacked 
around the poles with the ñutí-, to the 
pole. 
The stack should hold 2 to 3 
bushels and should be rounded 
off 
well at the top and capped with grass, 
weeds or old eacks. 
* 
** 
The problem of capping .off 
the 
stacks is a very important one, and 
unless properly done, there will bo 
considerable loss on the top of fhq 
•tack, regardless of how 
well 
the 
•tack was put up. 
If the peanuts are stacked immedi­ 
ately after they are plowed up (before 
wilting), they will wilt in the stack 
and nettle down, forming a compact 
mass that will shed water almost as 
effectively aa the roof of a house. If, 
however, the peanuts aro left in the 
fields a day or two before 'stacking 
end allowed to wilt completely, It is 
impossible to stack them to the best 
advantage. 
Peanuts properly stacked 
wJ!l turn out a bright sample, even 
with such excessive rain aa was ex­ 
perienced last season.
